DAYLILIES ARE NOW MAJOR GARDEN FLOWERS 


Daylilies are one of the most satisfactory perennials and grow well in almost 
any location. They are lovely in the border, and are particularly well adapted to 
naturalizing, as they do well in half-shade. Ordinary garden soil, enriched with 
humus and manure will produce an abundance of bloom. Varieties can be selected to 
stretch the blooming season from spring to early autumn. Plant the crowns one inch 
below the surface, with roots spread slightly downward and water in well. Hemero-
